Few of the valiant “Old Con 
temptibies” are alive today. But 
there is one in Victoria, Edward | 
Spencer, who today recalls the 
events of that heroic ‘push in 
August-September, 1914, which 
resulted in the desperate battles 
at Le Cateau, the Marne 
Mons. 

It was the German Kalser who 
in September, 1914, gave to the 
British army’ the name “Con 
temptibles”—a term, first used in 
derision, that has ironically 
enough, become a byword of 
valour to distinguish the Old 
Army under Genera] French from 
all other troops. A bulletin is- 
suing direct from German Staff 
Headquarters, ordered “by st- 
preme command ... the ihila 
tion of General French's 
_temptible little army. 

‘MONS’ SYMBOLIC 

‘The namie 6f Mons t6 the Bri 
tish may well symbolize I 
whole .of the last war; and not 
without reason, for the battle of 
Mons was probably the pivot on 
which the sijcceeding.four years 
of war turned 

It was after Mons that von 
Klick signalled to Berlin, “In- 
formation, please.“ T have me 
half a milifon \British.” When 
asked for proof he replied simply, 
“T- have suffered \half a million 
Casualties.” 

Half a million casualties—the 
cream of a nation bred to war— 
inflicted by less than 100,000 Bri 
tishers! That is food for thought 
for those who timorously incline 
to the belief that the Hun is in 
vincible 

“To this day I carry the vivid 
recollection of that fateful after 
noon,” said Mr. Spencer,
